It is only eleven y ears since the 
formation of the New York Crema 
tion society , the first institution of 
the kind in the United States, and 
not until the y ear 1885 was the first 
operative crematory established, y et 
there are now in various parte of the 
states nearly a score of these incin­ 
erators in more or lees continuous 
service. 
The number o f cremations 
which have been conducted each 
y ear in one of these temples in Buf­ 
falo g ives a fair idea of the prog ress 
which the sentiment in favor of this 
method is making . 
During 1886 8 
bodies were incinerated, and in each 
successive y ear to the end of 1891 the 
numbers were respectively 17, 16, 23. 
SO and 37. 
A society formed after the org an­ 
ization of the pioneer society has re­ 
duced to ashes since the y ear 1885 
upward o f 750 bodies. 
The process, 
as carried out at one of their princi­ 
pal temples, is as fo llo ws: The fur­ 
nace is of firebrick throug hout, and 
separated into tw o distinct compart­ 
ments. The body is placed in a cham­ 
ber directly above that in which the 
fuel is consumed. 
The bottoms of 
the retorts are solid, tu t the sides 
and ends are pierced with holes, 
throug h which the heated air o f the 
furnace has direct access to the body , 
while the flames are not permitted 
to approach it. 
The heat o f the retort soon liberates 
every thing volatile in the body , and 
these 
emanations are 
conducted 
throug h another hig hly heated cham­ 
ber, and thus rendered odorless and 
absolutely innocuous before they 
pass to the chimney which forms 
their means of eg ress to the air. The 
time taken up in reducing a body to

The present session of the Minne­ 
sota legislative can now be said to 
have fairly gotten down to business 
and while no very important measures 
have as yet been acted upon the mem­ 
bers are hard at work. One of toe 
most important of the proposed laws'is 
House File No. 12, introduced by 
Representative Markham, of Aitkin, 
which provides for the taxation of 
railroad lands. 
The bill provides that 
the state or congressional grants of 
lands to railroads are to lie assessed 
and taxed tis are other lauds; that such 
taxation shall not interfere with th** >1 
per cent, tax outlie gross earnings; ex 
erupts the lands used for actual opera­ 
tion and right of w ay of the roads ai d 
also provides that the law shall Vie 
submitted to a vote of the people. 
The idea is to tax the wild landata fa r 
valuation and the sentiment seems to 
prevail that tile bill will become a law 
although there will be strong op|«- 
sition to it by the railroad ObrpOia- 
tions.

LANGUAGE IS SWEET. 


T he N um ber o f Bodle* Barbed 
Each Year. 
It is only eleven years since the 
formation of the New York Crema 
Hon society, the first institution of 
the kind in the United States, and 
not iiTit.il the year 1885 was the first 
operative crematory established, yet 
there are now in various parte of the 
states nearly a score of these incin­ 
erators in more or lees continuous 
service. 
The number of cremations 
which have been conducted each 
year in on© of these temples in Buf­ 
falo gives a fair idea of the progress 
which the sentiment in favor of this 
method is making. 
During 1886 8 
bodies were incinerated, and in each 
successive year to the end of 1891 the 
numbers were respectively 17, 16, 23, 
SO and 37. 
A society formed after the organ­ 
ization of the pioneer society has re­ 
duced to ashes since the year 1885 
upward of 750 bodies. 
The process, 
as carried out at one of their princi­ 
pal temples, is as follows. The fur­ 
nace is of firebrick throughout, and 
separated into tw o distinct compart­ 
ments. The body is placed in a cham­ 
ber directly above that in which the 
fuel is consumed. 
The bottoms of 
the retorts are solid, tu t the sides 
and ends are pierced with holes, 
through which the heated air of the 
furnace has direct access to the body, 
while the flames are not permitted 
to approach it. 
The heat of the retort soon liberates 
everything volatile in the body, and 
these 
emanations are 
conducted 
through another highly heated cham­ 
ber, and thus rendered odorless and 
I absolutely innocuous before they 
pass to the chimney which forms

The prompt application of the 
tourniquet or even of the finger to 
stop the bleeding of an artery before 
the doctor comes will often save life. 
A wound anywhere below the mid­ 
dle of the upper arm or below the 
middle of the thigh may l*e easily 
stopped by a tourniquet. 
The sim­ 
plest improvised form of this imple­ 
ment, txihich may be always found 
ready to hand, is a linen handker­ 
chief and a strong stick. 
The best 
place to apply the tourniquet for a 
wound of the arm is above the elbow, 
where the pulsations of an artery 
may be felt by any one. 
The handkerchief should be tied 
around the arm rather loosely; the 
stick is thrust in and turned to 
tighten it until the blood ceases ic 
flow. 
Of course this is only a tem­ 
porary relief tm the coming of the 
doctor, who, in case of serious bleed­ 
ing, must be summoned as soon ag 
possible. 
When yon have nothing 
at hand in a case of sudden accident, 
even the pressure of the forefinger 
and the thumb over the wound may 
arrest the flow of blood for the time.

A remota and curious resort for the 
initiated among hunter* in Keelsfoot 
Lake, in Obion County , in the north­ 
west of Tennessee. It is tha pro­ 
duct of earth quake convulsions that 
occurred in 1811, when a tract of 
land 25 by 7 miles aank from 1 to 50 
feet below the level of the surrounding 
country . 
The water* of two river* tributary 
to the Mississippi, poured into the 
depression. This sunken land at the 
time of the earthquake was heavily 
timbered with cy press, walnut, oak, 
elm, catalpa, and other trees; and 
thousands of Htumps and weirdly 
stretching branches are to be «*een be­ 
neath the surface and encountered 
above it to this day . 
The lake is dotted with little islands 
that are dense with willow, cy press 
and saw g rass, and at hig h water 
after a freshet, the islands sink to 
the tree-tope. Here 
are found at 
other times the rude and hastily con­ 
structed shanties of fishermen and 
hunters, who make their way about 
the lake on small rafts. 
The dress of these natives is alway s 
the same, consisting of a canvas coat 
and trousers, long boots and a hat of 
a sug ar-loaf shape without band. In 
trapping they use the old-fashioned 
steel trap of their fathers. The?*© men 
are a law unto themselves. No neg ro 
is allowed to hunt or tish on the lake. 
Poachers are summarily dealt with. 
If the offense is repeated, it is not an 
unusual thing for the culprit to disap­ 
pear, and no questions are asked. 
The natural conditions of the reg ion 
make g ame of all kinds abundant, 
but it will never be a paradise for the 
hunter, as the climate is favorable to 
“ slow” fever and similar malarial 
troubles-—N. Y. Evening Post.

A remote and curious resort for the 
initiated among hunters in Reelsfoot 
Lake, in Obion County, in the north­ 
west of Tennessee. It is the pro­ 
duct of earth-quake convulsions th a t 
occurred in 3 811, when a trac t of 
land 25 by 7 miles sank from I to 50 
feet below the level of the surrounding 
country. 
The waters of two rivers tributary 
to the Mississippi, poured into the 
depression. This sunken land a t the 
time of the earthquake was heavily 
timbered w'ith cypress, walnut, oak, 
elm, catalpa, and other trees; and 
thousands of stum ps and weirdly 
stretching branches are to be seen be­ 
neath the surface and encountered 
above it to this day. 
The lake is dotted with littleislands 
th a t are dense with willow, cypress 
and saw grass, and a t high water 
after a freshet, the islands sink to 
the tree-tops.

the lake on small rafts. 
The dress of these natives is always 
the same, consisting of a canvas coat 
and trousers, long boots and a hat of 
a sugar-loaf shape without band. In 
trapping they use the old-fashioned 
steel tra p of their fathers. These men 
are a law unto themselves. No negro 
is allowed to hunt or fish on the lake. 
Poachers are summarily dealt with. 
If the offense is repeated, it is not an 
unusual thing for the culprit to disap­ 
pear, and no questions are asked. 
Tile natural conditions of the region 
make game of all kinds abundant, 
but it will never be a paradise for the 
hunter, as the climate is favorable to 
“slow” fever and similar m alarial 
troubles — N. Y. Evening Post.

Interesting Incidents Gleaned at the 
State Capitol, by the Dis­ 
patch Correspondent. 


The present session of the Minne­ 
sota 
legislative can now be said to 
have fairly gotten down to business 
and while no very important measures 
have as yet been acted upon the mem­ 
bers are hard at work. 
One of the 
most important of the proposed laws'is 
House File No. 12, introduced by 
Representative Markham, of Aitkin, 
which provides for the taxation of 
railroad lands. 
The bill provides that 
the state or congressional grants of 
lands to railroads are to he assessed 
and taxed as are other lands; that such 
taxation shall not interfere with the 3 
per cent, tax oiitne gross earnings; ex 
erupts the lands used for actual opera­ 
tion and right of w ay of the roads aid 
also provides that the law shall be 
submitted to a vote of the people. 
The idea is to tax the wild landata fa r 
valuation and the sentiment seems in | 
prevail that the hill will become a l a w j 
although there will be strong o p p o - I 
sition to it by the railroad corpota- ] 
tions. 
Speaker Lee announced his commit 
tees on Tuesday and there was much 
speculation and interest manifested 
up to the time the clerk read the list, 
especially among the place hunters. 
In the distribution the 46th district 
can certainly find no complaint as the 
members were given the following 
places: 
Flem ing.—Chairman of Towns and 
counties and a member of the judici­ 
ary, Municipal Legislation and Incor­ 
porations other than municipal.

Mines and Mineials, Legisla­ 
tive Expenses, and University and 
University Lands.

GROWS IN 
FAVOR.

D is in f e c tio n b y H e a t . 
In the journal of the American 
Medical association emphagis i« given 
to the reedy means of disinfecting 
excreta in the sickroom or us viciu 
ity by the application of heat. 
Lx 
act experim ents show that the ther 
m al death point of the following 
pathogenic bacteria and of the kinds 
of virus mentioned is below 140 degs. 
F .—viz., spirillum of cholera, bacil 
lus of anthrax, bacillus of typhoid 
fever, bacillus of diphtheria, bacillus 
of glanders, diplocoecus of pneu 
monia, streptococcus of erysipelas, 
staphylococci of pus, vaccine virus, 
sheep pox virus, hydrophobia virus. 
Ten m inutes’ exposure to the tern 
perature mentioned may, it is found, 
be relied upon for the disinfection of 
m aterial containing any of these 
pathogenic organisms, excepting the 
anthrax bacillus when iu the stage 
of spore formation. 
The use. therefore, of boiling wa­ 
ter in the proportion of three or four 
r 
ts to f :ie part of the m aterial to 
disinfi- led is recommended for 
such m aterial, or, better still, a 10 
per cent, eolation of sulphate of iron 
or of chloride of zinc, at the boiling 
point, may be used in the same way, 
three to one, this, in fact, having a 
higher boiling point than water, aud 
serving at the same time as a de­ 
odorant.

T h e N u m b e r o f B o d ie s B u r n e d 
E a c h Y e a r . 
It is only eleven yeara since the 
form ation of the New York Crema 
tion society, the first institution of 
the kind in the United States, and 
not until the year 1885 was the first 
operative crem atory established, yet 
there are now in various parte of the 
states nearly a score of these incin­ 
erators in more or less continuous 
service. 
The number of cremations 
which have been conducted each 
year in one of these temples in Buf­ 
falo gives a fair idea of the progress 
which the sentim ent in favor of this 
method is making. 
During 1886 8 
bodies were incinerated, and in each 
successive year to the end of 1891 the 
numbers were respectively 17, 16, 23, 
80 and 37. 
A society formed after the organ­ 
ization of the pioneer society has re­ 
duced to ashes since the year 1885 
upward of 750 bodies. 
The process, 
as carried out at one of their princi­ 
pal temples, is as follow s: The fur­ 
nace is of firebrick throughout, and 
separated into tw o distinct com part­ 
ments. The body is placed in a cham ­ 
ber directly above that in which the 
fuel is consumed. 
The bottoms of 
the retorts are solid, tu t the sides 
and ends are pierced with holes, 
through which the heated air of the 
furnace has direct access to the body, 
while the flames are not permitted 
to approach it. 
The heat of the retort soon liberates 
everything volatile in the body, and 
these 
emanations 
are 
conducted 
through another highly heated cham ­ 
ber, and thus rendered odorless and 
absolutely innocuous 
before they 
X»ass to the chimney which forms 
their means of egress to the air. The 
tim e taken up in reducing a body to 
ashes depends somewhat upon the 
size and condition of the person when 
alive. 
In this furnace it is about two 
hours; in many others it is a little 
over an hour. 
The fuel used is coal, 
and in five or six hours from the 
starting of the fires a temperature of 
from 2,000 to 2,500 degs. Fahrenheit 
can be obtained. 
In this temple everything possible 
has been done to m itigate the sad­ 
ness of the last ritual. 
The temple 
is built of dark brown sandstone, 
and its square tower and deep slant­ 
ing roof are covered with ivy and 
surrounded by sloping lawns. 
The 
chancel and nave are artistically 
carved and decorated, and the win­ 
dows are of rich stained glass. 
The 
incineration 
takes place privately 
after the funeral service, and the 
ashes are delivered to the under 
taker to bo disposed of as the family 
may direct, or they may be left at 
the crem atory.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

The 
prompt application of 
the 
tourniquet or even of the finger to 
stop the bleeding of an artery liefore 
the doctor comes will often save life. 
A wound anywhere below the mid­ 
dle of the upper arm or below the 
middle of the thigh may l»e easily 
stopped by a tourniquet. 
The sim­ 
plest improvised form of this imple­ 
ment, \*hich may be always found 
ready to hand, is a linen handker­ 
chief and a strong stick. 
The best 
place to apply the tourniquet for a 
wound of t'ue arm is abovo the elbow, 
where the pulsations of an artery 
may be felt by any one. 
The handkerchief should be tied 
around the arm rather loosely; the 
stick is thrust in and turned to 
tighten it until the blood ceases ic 
flow. 
Of course this is only a tem ­ 
porary relief till the coming of the 
doctor, who, in case of serious bleed­ 
ing, must be summoned as soon as 
passible. 
When you hare nothing 
at hand in a case of sudden accident, 
even the pressure of the forefingei 
and the thumb over the wound may 
arrest the flow of blood for the time. 
—New York Tribune. 


Telephones for Farm s. 
A rural fanning district in Mich­ 
igan has provided itself with a tele­ 
graph line eight miles in length, con­ 
necting a large number of scattered 
farm s with the village store, the pro­ 
prietor of which officiates as tele­ 
graph operator, express agent, poet- 
m aster and so on. 
The total cash 
expenditure for the outfit is said to 
have been only some $200, while the 
expense of maintenance, which is 
but a trifling sum, is assessed equally 
upon the owners. 
The smaU cost 
and enormous convenience of such a 
system as this in country districts 
ought to lead to a more general 
adoption of the plan.—Engineering 
Magazine.

fanity is a mere explosion of sound, 
closely allied to the dog's bark and the 
oat’s squall. 
It is uot so wicked sis it is 
beastly. 
It is the natural language of a 
vulgar fellow who has no art of high 
language. 
Half the world talks by ex- 
ploiiion and expletives. The more beast­ 
ly a man's habits the more profane he 
becomes by necessity. 
It is his natural 
language. 
What a stretch it is from 
such a man to Coleridge or Emerson or 
Lowell! 
I heard of a man the other day, “Ah, 
he is a great scientist, to be sure, but he 
is also such a splendid talker.” The art 
of saying fine things finely you cannot 
afford to be without. “Live with wolves 
and you will learn to howl,” says the 
Spanish proverb. 
We ought to be able 
to add, “Live with men and you will 
Warn to talk well.” But that is not so. 
There are too few really good talkers— 
really wise and witty tongues.—E. P.

A remote and curioua resort for the 
initiated among hunters in Reelsfoot 
Lake, in Obion County, in the north­ 
west of Tennessee. It is the pro­ 
duct of earth quake convulsions that 
occurred in 1811, when a tract of 
land 2 5 by 7 miles sank from 1 to 5 0 
feet below the level of the surrounding 
country. 
The waters of two rivers tributary 
to the Mississippi, poured into the 
depression. This sunken land at the 
time of the earthquake was heavily 
timbered with cypress, walnut, oak, 
elm, catalpa, and other trees; and 
thousands of stumps and weirdly 
stretching branches are to be seen be­ 
neath the surface 
and encountered 
above it to this day. 
The lake is dotted with littleislands 
that are dense with willow, cypress 
anel saw grass, and at high water 
after a freshet, the islands sink to 
the tree-tops. Here 
are found at 
other times the rude and hastily con­ 
structed shanties of fishermen and 
hunters, who make their way about 
the lake on small rafts. 
The dress of these natives is always 
the same, consisting of a canvas coat 
and trousers, long boots and a hat of 
a sugar-loaf shape without band. In 
trapping they use the old-fashioned 
steel trap of their fathers. These men 
are a law unto themselves. No negro 
is allowed to hunt or fish on the lake. 
Poachers are summarily dealt with. 
If the offense is repeated, it is not an 
unusual thing for the culprit to disap­ 
pear, and no questions are asked. 
The natural conditions of the region 
make game of all kinds abundant, 
but it will never be a paradise for the 
hunter, as the climate is favorable to 
“slow” fever and similar malarial 
troubles —N. Y. Evening Post.

shown by a group of four brilliant 
flashes, with an interval of about five 
seconds of 
darkness 
between the 
two 
groups.

pears every thirty seconds and the 
dark interval between the last flash 
of the five and the first flash of the 
four 
will 
be fifteen 
seconds. The 
flashes will be intensified by making the 
dark side of the lenses a reflector, so 
that the whole of the light furnished 
by the lamp can be utilized. This is 
the system devised by Capt. Makati 
of the U. S. engineers.

teachings served to keep 
up 
the

of Middlesex.

Death of C. H. Tregiawney. 
On Sunday the sad news was re- J 
ceived from Valley City, Dakota, that 
Rev. C. H. Tregiawney, formerly pas­ 
tor of the M. E. church of this city, < 
had died of typhoid pneumonia.

Christian spirit and pleasant ways he 
endeared himself to all with whom 
he came in contact. He leaves a wife 
and four children to mourn the loss 
of a loving husband and father. In 
his loss the church looses one of its 
most valuable Christian workers, the 
community a good citizen, and his 
family a loving husband and kind 
father.

Engineer Rich’s Report. 
Th# 
following is a copy of the 
official report of Chief Engineer Rich 
of the Sioux road who inspected the 
B. & N- M. railroad for the Minne­ 
sota Loan and Trust company, who 
held in trust $100,000 Crow Wing 
county bonds, to bo delivered to the 
B. & N. M. on complying with its 
contract with this county: 


The Minnesota Loan and Trust Co, 
Minneapolis Minn. 
Gentlemen:— 
Pursuant, to your instructions of 
the 10th, inst., I made 
yester­ 
day an examination of the Brainerd 
A Northern Minnesota Railway, as 
provided for in copies of exhibit “A” 
A “B”, accompanying your letter and 
which aro herewith attached, and re­ 
turned as a part of this report. 
Through the courtesy of Mr. Ray 
W. Jones, vice president and gener­ 
al manager, and Mr. J. E. Glass, Sec­ 
retary of the road, I was takea over 
the Sourthern and Northern Divi­ 
sions, mentioned in exhibit “A” and 
was given every opportunity for in­ 
vestigation. 
About thirty of the rep­ 
resentative business men, of Brainerd 
accompanied us. 
In preformiug the duty assigned 
me reference was had to the condi­ 
tions aad stipulations under which 
this road was to be built as set forth 
in exhibits “A” A “B”, which con­ 
stitute an agreement between the 
Brainerd A Northern Minnesota Rail­ 
way company, and the County of 
Crow Wmg, Minnesota. 
These exhibits provide that a line ef 
railways, capable 
of 
serving the 
public in the transportation of freight 
aud passengers shaii be built and 
equipped between certain described 
termini, piior to May 1st, 1893, 
leaving to the said railway oomoany 
the selectioa of the route and the 
determinatien 
of 
the 
gradients, 
curvature, gauge of track, weight of 
rails, and also tbe amount and kind 
of rolling stock to be provided. 
If therefor# it be found that the 
line had been actually constructed 
between the specified termini and 
trains 
were in operation over the 
same aud carrying sm h freight and 
passengers as th# public needs de­ 
mand, 
it 
only 
remained 
for 
me 
to 
certify 
to 
such 
facts; 
1 but deem 
it best 
to 
acquaint 
you somewhat in detail with the 
physical condition of the road, its 
motive power and terminal plant at 
Brainerd. 
The Brainerd terminal, in addition 
to the track leading to the engine 
house, consists of: 
a. 
A large and convenient ware 
house and depot building constructed 
of wood, this is 36 x 90. 
b. A five stall brick engine house 
with iron covering. 
c. A brick oil house in proce-s of 
construction. 
d. 
A briok pumping house. 
e. 
A steel turn table on masonry 
with brick pit wails. 
/. 
A wooden machine shop and 
blacksmith shop about 20 x 72 with 
boiler and engine, and several large 
shop tools, forge, etc., in aetual u-«. 
lhese terminal facilities are better 
than are usually provided for new 
aud shert line# of railway and far 
better than I expected to find. 
The Southern Division, extends 
from a point at er near the city of 
iirainerd, in section eighteen, lowu- 
ehip forty-live, range thirty, in the 
county of Crow Wmg, to Giipatrick 
station, near the southeast quarter of 
the southwest quarter, 
southeast 
quarter of southwest quarter of sec­ 
tion seventeen, township one hund­ 
red and thirty-five, range twenty-nine, 
m Cass county. 
The gauge of the track is 4 -84 
The rails are of new steel, 31 high 
with a base of 3$, and weigh 4a lbs, 
per lineal yard. Point switches are 
in use and these and the switch 
stands and track frogs are of good 
design and workmanship. 
The track is well tied, about 3,000 
per mile having been put in, and is 
thoroughly spiked. 
In addition steel 
rail braces are used on curves. 
ih e bridges are well built, amply 
strong for the rolling stock in use, 
and compare favorably with those of 
other roads. 
All these, excepting a 
“eombiuation” spaa of 150 feet at 
mid-channel in the Mississippi river, 
are pile and timber structures. 
The 
track is in fair surface considering its 
newness and tit for train service at 
speeds of 15 to 25 miles per hour. 
'1 he gradients I do not know, but was 
told that none exceeded one per cent. 
There are a few sharp curves, which, 
1 am informed, are to be reduced, 
but there are none which should inter­ 
fere with the safe eperation ef the 
line. 
Embankment* have been built 
with a lop width of about 13 feet aud 
cuta taken out on a base of 16 feet. 
The Northern Division, lies between 
Giipatrick station hereinbefore re­ 
ferred to and a point near the north 
line of seotion three, in township one 
hundred and thirty-five, range thirty- 
one, in said Cass ceunty. 
It is between these points that the 
railway mentioned in exhibit “A”, 
had been built and operated by the 
Northern Mill company. The said 
Brainerd A Northern Minnesota rail­ 
way company has made use of a por­ 
tion of this narrow gauge railway, 
and at other peints in order to im­ 
prove the alignment thereof and 
effect a saving in distance, has made 
a new and expensive roadbed. It 
has also widened the gauge of this 
old railway to 4 84 uniform with the 
grade of the Southern Division, as 
required by provision# of exhibit “A” 
and “B”, and has taken np the old 
rails weighing 36 pounds, per lineal 
yard laid in place thereof new steel 
rails of the same pattern and weight 
as laid 1a the track of the Southern 
Division. It has thus done far more 
in the way of'betterment of the old 
line than was required by the torm of 
the proposition approved 
by the 
county of Crow Wing. A telegraph 
line is nearly completed for the en­ 
tire length of both diviaioas, a dis­ 
tance of about 28 miles. 
The rolling atock, consists of two 
new Mogul engines built by the Bald­ 
win Locomotive Works, each having 
cylinders 16 x 24 and driving wheels 
48 ia diameter, weight of each with 
tender 40 tons. 
Three second-hand Forney engines 
each weighing twenty-two tons. One 
combiaation 
passenger, 
baggage 
and freight car, haviDg seats for 28 
passengers. 
Besides these there are 
a large number of logmg cars. 
I attach hereto a statment made by 
the said railway company's Agent 
showing the number of cars and kind 
of freight carried oyer the line from 
November 30th, to December 12th, 
bath inclusiye, which indicates the 
ability of the company to handle auch 
business as may be offered. 
In view of the preceeding, I hereby 
certify that the said Brainerd A 
Northern Minnesota railway com­ 
pany has complied with all the re­ 
quirements and conditions set forth 
ia the agreement, entered into be­ 
tween it, the said railway company 
and the said county of Crew Wing, 
Minnesota, as expressed in copies of 
exhibits “A” and “B”, hereto attach- 
| ed. and further, that the said railway 
, company might have complied with 
| all expressed conditions and require­ 
ment of said agreement had it con­ 
structed a line at less expense for 
grading, bridging, 
track, 
rolling 
; stock and terminal buildings and 
appliances. 
Inclosing thia report I beg to hand 
I you herewith, a resolution signed by 
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three of the commissioners of Crow 
Wing county, which was read yester­ 
day to tho car load of business men 
whom I have mentioned as making 
the trip over the line. 
The very cordial and hearty ex­ 
pressions of these gentlemen, in ap­ 
proval of thin resolution, would seem 
to be an assurance that no objection 
will be offered to the delivery of 
Bonds to the Brainerd A Northern 
Minnesota railway company.
